Funds must be awarded 

through a competitive process that 

provides equitable access to all 

eligible applicants. Awards must be 

for multiple years but can be 

contingent on meeting performance 

requirements. 

A minimum of 82.5% of funds must 

be awarded to subgrantees for Basic 

Instruction. 

Match through in-kind or cash must 

be met yearly for the state to 

receive federal funds. A minimum 

25% match of federal, state and 

local funds is required. 

All  applicants for competitive funding 

must meet federally defined 

demonstrated effectiveness to be 

eligible. 

There is a 5% administrative costs cap 

for the state agency. 

Federal funds include an allocation

Adult High School 

Diploma Program

The purpose of the Adult High School Diploma program is to 

serve those individuals who are at least 18 years of age or meet 

the requirements for participation in a program of education for 

incarcerated persons established pursuant to NAC 388.676, have 

not received a high school diploma, and are not currently enrolled 

in a high school. The program helps the individual obtain an 

Adult Standard High School Diploma.  

A school district that offers an adult high school program shall 

offer a sufficient number of required and elective courses for a 

pupil enrolled in the program to obtain the credits necessary to 

receive an adult standard diploma. Such required and elective 

courses must include the content identified in the school district’s 

approved curriculum.

Funding is restricted to school 

districts only and, although 

allocated by formula, all school 

districts are eligible to apply to 

operate an Adult High School 

Diploma program are entitled to 

funding. 

The programs working with 

students regarding transition to 

postsecondary education has been 

limited, as is concurrent enrollment 

in career and technical educational 

training while enrolled in the Adult 

High School Diploma program. 

There is a lack of coordination with 

key stakeholders in the 

development of occupational 

training within Corrections and the 

Regular AHSD program. 

At this time there is very little 

integration between the Adult High 

School Diploma program and the 

federally funded AEFLA program. 

One successful partnership has been 

formed between the Carson City School 

District and the AEFLA Western Nevada 

College (WNC)  program to serve 

participants in English as a Second 

Language (ESL). Carson City School 

District has entered into an MOU for 

WNC to deliver ESL services with the 

cost covered by Carson City School 

District through the Adult High School 

Diploma program.

Students successfully passing one of 

three high school equivalency 

assessments may be eligible to waive 

secondary credits toward the Adult High 

School Diploma depending on scores 

achieved.
